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The above-identified application has been forwarded to the undersigned for review and correction 
of the patent term extension information printed on the Notice of Allowance. The Notice of 
Allowance and Issue fee due mailed on April 8, 2005, erroneously indicated that the patent to 
issue from the application is eligible for a 456 day extension, when no extension is due. 
See 35 U.S.C. 154(b) 1 and 37 CFR 1.701. 

Issue of the above-identified application was delayed due to appellate proceedings before the 
Board of Appeals and Interferences, and the above-identified application has been allowed 
pursuant to a favorable decision by the Board. 

The above-identified application was filed on February 17, 2000. While the above-identified 
application was filed after June 7, 1995, and was allowed pursuant to a reversal by the Board of 
Appeals and Interferences, since there is a terminal disclaimer due to the issue of another patent 
claiming subject matter that is not patentably distinct from that under appellate review, the patent 
which issues from the application is NOT entitled to an extension of the patent term.
